Thunderstorms never occur in the 
arctic regions, and even the north of 
Scotland very seldom suffers from 
such a visitation. Tbe nearer you get 
to the equator the more frequent and 
severe are the electric manifestations, 
In parts of Central Africa the average 
of thunderous days rises to the aston- 

ishing total of 250 per annum. 

Yet there are curious exceptions. In 
Java and Sumatra, both intensely hot | 
climates, there are but ninety-two 
storms yeurly, and in Borneo only 


The Gold coast of Africa has only 
sixty a year, which js less than occur 
in Florida, though the latter country 
is outside the tropics. 

In Jamaica there is a thunderstorm | 
eyery day during the rainy season, 
which lasts for tive months. These 
storms almost always occur between 
midday and 3 in the afternoon. 

Perhaps the must astorishing fact | 
with regard to thunderstorms is that 
tLe island of Mauritius, which is only 
5t) miles east of Madagascar, has, on | 


| an average, only one thunderstorm in_

cold days, It must frequently be 
left open, however, to provide 
veniilation, Potatoes in a large 
mass without ventilation will heat 
and spoil, 

In large potato-growing districts 
special potato storage buildings 
are constructed, They are provid- 
ed with ventilators, a thermometer 
and oftentimes a stove. At night 
the ventilators are closed, but dur- 
ing warm days they are opencd. 
The object is to always keep the 
temperature between thirty and 
forty degrees.

Potato Storage 

In this Western country it is a 
big proposition to decide what is 
the best way to handle the potato 
crop. The time of digging is the 
first consideration, All authorities 
agree that potatoes should be dug 
before heavy frosts occur, Late 
potatoes should be left on the 
vines as long as possible and yet 
be dug before frost. If it is pos- 
sible to get a reasonable price, the 
average grower can sell his surplus 
potatoes soon after digging. Un-
